— Land 
frauds Involving 9,000 acras ot land 
hava haan under Investigation by the 
nanklin eounty grand Jury, it was 
laaraad hare today. Tba jury reported 
tbis afternoon and It Is reported to 
have returned an indictment against 
a former atate employee charging with 
falsifying a public record. 

The land In (luestlon Is In three 
tracts, one of n.nort at ^e^^. one of 2.500 
acres and the other of It Is lo- 

cated on wliat is known .is the Telllro 
tract, whif li itl(■l^I(l^^ parl^^ (it Temies- 
seo and Ki iitncky Tin' tr:i' l in nues- 
tlon la lo<iilei| Roulli i f Walkers line 
and owiiiK to the .-.iralclitenlnt; of 
Kentucky-'leiine^see Ijoundary In 1830, 
prior lo whieh tlino It was in Ken- 
tucky, patents .are filed In the Frank- 
fort land ofllce. 

The Knox county grand jury also is 
said to have been investigating the 
tract There is a civil suit on file in 
Whitley county. 

Aeoording to information received 
haro from Whitley county, it Is alleged 
that throe forged surveys of the land 
I tiled In the surveyor's office in 
Knox oounty and patents secured In 
FnmktOrt Three other fraudulent 
surreys are alleged to have been filed, 
but iiatelnts not secured. 

The alleged fraud was ill-.ro\cred. it 
waa said, when J. G. \\\],h a Corhin 
jeweler, produced the fraiidnleni pat- 
ents and surveys ami projioseil lu file 
them as evidence of his tltlo to a par- 
tlon of a tract of 16,000 nrro.-: to w hlch 
J. Lemoyno, of naltimoro .and Wil- 
liam B. Mcllvainc, of ChlcaRO, held a 
latent Issued by the Kentucky land 
office In 1851 and which was shown to 
be fraudulent 

Two years ago I^nnoyne and Mc.ll- 
valne Mod suit In Huntsville, Tenn , 
to quiet titled to a small atrip of land 
claimed by Lamoyae and Mcllvalne on 
three different tltla papers. The first 
was a dead which tha party alleged to 
hava made It sl^ara was fraudulent. 
Than a patent tor 600 acres alleged to 
hava bean Issued & Tennesse In 181. <! 
was recorded. This was thrown out of 
court and a dead purporting to have 
been given by John V. Lemoyne was 
Issued, but this, too, was thorwn out. 

After these papers were thrown out 
Webb is alleged to have produced the 
fraudulent patents fmm Kontiiohy and 
Iiroposed to file tlicni In c\ hlenre Iii- 
vestlRallon hy H. C. Glllis, of Wll- 
llamsburp, for the Ix^moyne Interests 
FRid to have dlsolosed tha alleeed 
fraud.

Brief latervlcw With Wlrelesit £n. 
roneer Brings Ont lateresdng In- 
(ormation In Regard to Phenom- 
enon ot Wlreleaa Telephony. 

Although radio frequency ampllfica- 
ticiu is no mystery to tbe average wire- 
less teleiiliuiiy amateur, there are 
many, especially tlio.-^f who have but 
recently become railio fans, who will 
be interested in a brief explanation of 
this phenomenon. .Mr. C'liarles Kilgnur. 
ra'lio engi:ic-C'.^. -.vlio 13 in cluir;:.- of tlu- 
corps o fi'iiginecrs eniijU'yo.l 1 y ilic 
Crosley Manufacturing Coniiiany, op- 
erators ot the radio station W 1, W, in 
rim iuiiati, Ohio, has made a clase 
study of radio fro.iuficy araplifi'-a'ion. 
and. in a discussion of it, said: 

"EJveryone knows th.' purpose of the 
ordinary two stapo amplifier i-- to 
make louder the sound oriuinalh 
re<-eived through the drtoitor iiil^o cr 
crystal Tbia amplifier mokes any au- 
diide signal louder; therefore It Is 
called an andio frequency amplifier, 

"Hie eatremely weak electrical al- 
ternating currents induced in tbe an- 
tenna eireutt of the receiving set have 
a frequency far too higb to produce an 
audible eifeot on tbe bead phones. 
Broadcasting stations usually use tbe' 
360 meter wave length, which means 
that the curent picked up baa a fre- 
quency of more than 800,001 cycles per 
serond. The lowest noto of the piauo 
or organ has about 16 beats, or cycle.s. 
per second, while the highest beats ap- 
proximately 8,000 times per second. 

"The high frequency current picked 
up fro mthe broadcasting station Is 
called a radio frequency current, he- 
cause it is at this hlKh frcquenty that 
the message Is radiated ihrouKli space. 
Comljined with the rrulio frequency 
pulsation Hiere is a low frequency 
variation which is Ihe part we wish to 
hear. The dete<'tor so alters the cur- 
rent that tho high frequency part has 
no effect on the head 'phones while the 
low frequency part acts upon jhem, 
oausl&g them to give out an audible 
note. This Is called reotlfication. 

"Understanding this, Itis apparent 
the name iadleatee that a radio fre- 
quency amplifler does It swork before 
the deteotor has aoted. It is Inserted 
in the set between tbe toner and de- 
tector. As in the ease o tthe audio 
frofiuency amplifler, a vacuum tube
